STATEMENT OF PERTINENCE 

U.S. Letters Patent 5,532,086 to Thibault et al. discloses an anode for use in an 
electrochemical cell comprising a current collector layer having a thickness less than about 1 0 
mils, and a rigid support extending adjacent one side of the current collector layer so that the 
current collector layer is sandwiched between the anodic layer of the anode and the rigid support. 
The rigid support maintains the current collector layer in the original configuration of the current 
collector layer during discharge and recharge cycles of the cell. A ceil containing the anode is also 
disclosed. The rigid support for the anode current collector can be mounted in the electrochemical 
cell case so as to allow for the release from the cell of gas produced at the anode.
